He stated the Present Membership card is now blue 
and white in color. The card is all blue excepting a border 
of white and a white area in the middle of the card where 
the club member signs his signature. There is no photograph 
on themembership card. On the current membership card there 
is a "TEDDY BEAR" on the top right side on the front of the 
membership card. The membership card reflects the name, rank, 
social security number of the club member, and a notation as 
to whether the membership card is a monthly card, a semi- 
annual card, or an annual card. 

He advised that on the membership card at the very 
top appears Fort Richardson, Alaska in black print. Underneath 
that appears in handwriting and also black, Non-Commissioned 
Officers Club. He stated that the word "credit" does not 
appear anywhere on the current membership card. 

He advised that previous club membership cards 
were gold and white and before that red and white and those 
two in size were similar to the size of the current J. C.

He advised that the membership card is issued to 
active, qualified members of the U.S. Army, retired non- 
commissioned officers, and to some civilian guests. The 
same card is used, but on the card for retired non-commissioned 
officers there is a email square piece of red tape that is 
put in the lower left hand corner on the front of the card. 

The club membership cards given to civilians are the same 
as issued to military individuals, but the civilian cards 
have a small square piece of yellow tape pasted onthe 
membership card in the lower left hand corner. 

He advised that all membership cards are plastic 
with raised printing on them. 

He advised that the club membership cards can 
be used for credit purchases, but only in the packaged 
liquor store in the club or in the dining room. The member-

He advised that 
on individual in possession of such a membership card could 
conceivably use it as identification any place including a 
military installation elsewhere in Alaska or outside of Alaska.

EDWIN BENJAMIN KAISER, JR. was born February 12, 

1935 at Norwalk, Connecticut. lie has an extensive prior 
arrest record under FBI number 243 334B which includes 

s inre 1952 on numerous criminal charges including 
burglary and larceny, aggravated assault, assault with a 
^deadly weapon and theft of government property. In 1961 
while in Alaska, he was sentenced to serve 18 months on a 
•e-barge oi assault with a deadly weapon. In November, 1961, 
KAJSER entered a plea of guilty to a Criminal Information 
changing violation of Title 18, United States Code, Section 
641 lor theft of government property of a value exceeding 
$100 and in December 1961 he was sentenced to a term of 
18 months. The latter sentence was subsequently reduced 
to probation. 

During interviews of KAISER by representatives 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), he claimed 
that he served in the French Foreign Legion from 1957 to 
1959, when he was honorably discharged. As a result of 
this military service, he lost his United States T citizenship. 
KAISER enlisted in the United States Marine Corps in 1952 
but while in basic training he was given a Bad Conduct 
Discharge . 


Investigation was made of KAISER by the FBI in 
1969-70, when KAISER assisted in the formation and was 
active in an organization known as Cubana Unida (CU) ,

allegedly formed for the purpose* of engaging in anti-CASTRO 
propaganda. Acq uaintances referred to KAISER as a world 
adventurer and a soldier of fortune. 

During the past four years, KAISER has lived 
at various addresses in Hialeah, Florida; was residing 
at Apartment 16, 806 West 30th Street, Hisleah when contacted 
by a representative of the FBI in January, 1970 and reportedly 
still resides at this address. 

KAISER has been the subject of a criminal-type 
investigation by the FBI, Miami, Florida, since late 1971. 
Earlier in 1971, KAISER allegedly wore the uniform of the 
United States Army and used fraudulent military identifi- 
cation to enter the premises of the United States Coast 
Guard Station, Opa Locka, Florida, where he fraudulently 
obtained office and medical supplies. KAISER is reported 
to have entered the premises of other United States 
military bases, at Homestead, Florida, and San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, where he allegedly represented himself as a military 
officer and used military facilities. Investigation of 
this matter is continuing and to date no Federal criminal 
charges against KAISER have been initiated.
